Referendum Vote
Favors Acceptance

Of the Agreement Reached by the
Miners and Operators at
Altoona.

Only & landslide oan prevent tho
referendum vote of the miners golng
overwhelmingly for the ratification of
the wage sgreement signed by the
operators and miners at Altoona.

Of the one hondred and seventy locals
in the distriet, one hundred and forty
have voted, leaving but thirty to be
heard from. Thers are 38,000 unlon
mioers in this district, and of this
number seventy per cent, about 25,800,
bave voted. The returns have not yet
been totaled but, acoording to Richard
Gilbert, secretary-treasurer of the
district mine workers, the vole now
stands a little better than two to one
for ratification,

On this basis the vole in round
figures would be about 18,500 for and
7.600 against. With thirty locals com-
prising about 12,000 men, yet to hoar
from, the result would be about an even
break [ every miner in the locals yet
to be hesrd from would cast his vote
against the ratification of the wage
agreament, with the odds probably a
little la favor of the ratification.

With the locals already In as a work-
Ing basls, that [s two for to one
againat, the final result would be about
25,600 for the ratification and 12,500
against, The final fgures will how-
ever, in all probability, show a much

larger majority for ratification,.—

Five More Acres Of
Land Given Blaw Co.

The Concern Now Has Over 170
Men Employed and Is Still
Growing.

When the Blaw Collapsble Steel
Centerlog  Company purchased the
“steel plant” in February they did so
with the understanding that as the
presentacreage was insufficent Lo aocom-
ncdate thelr needs uoder the piaoes for
expaunsion which they bad in view, they
were to have an additional five scres,
The spplication for more land was
made to the officials of the Reynolds-
ville Land and Improvement Co, at
that time but npever acted upon
definitely until Monday night ol this
week when the directors met and pass-
ed a resolution granting to the Blaw
company the deslred plot. The new
acreage liea to the west of the present
site, The land |s now being surveyed
preparatory to actual iegal transfer.
Since takiog charge ol this plant In
February the Blaw company has
stralned every nerve to get It workiog
at full capscity and at the present time
has over 170 men on the pay roll, Be-
sldes the crew at Reynoldaville the
company Is also still operating the
Rankin plant with about 126 men. It
I8 the Intentlon to dismantle the Rankin
plant but the actual order to do so has
been held back owlng to the delay In
securing the additional land needed in
Reynoldsville, Without the grant of
this land the company would not have
ordered the Rankin plant moved to this
place. When the two are combloed
the numbar of amployes will exceed 300
and new bulldings and more machinery
will be needed for conyenient operation,
